A few minutes after 10 o’ clock this morning 
Conrad Spitzfaden, a once prominent wine 
merchant of this city, fired two shots into his 
head at his residence, No. 1709 Jackson street, 
inflicting injuries from which he died one 
hour and fifteen minutes later. A POosT- 
DISPATCH reporter received intelligence of the 
attempt at suicide at 11 o’clock and hastened 
to the designated number to find that the at- 
tempted suicide was one in reality, and that 
Mr. Spitzfaden had breathed his last. The 
deceased and his family, consisting of his wife 
and motheys, occupied the second story of the 
building, and in the parlor, surrounded by a 
sniall knot of the’ neighbors, the body was 
found lying on a sofa. Dr. Frank was 
stooping over the remains, and two small 
holes, one in the right temple and the other in 
the center of the forehead, told how death 
had been superinduced. <A small seven-shot 
Smith & Wessou eartridge revolver rested 
under the sofa, and, from its chambers, the 
balls bad found their way into the unfortunate 
man’s brain. 

At the time of the shooting Mr. Spitzfaden 
was alone, and no one heard the fatal shots, 
but a few moments afterwards his old mother, 
70 years of age, entered the parlor and found 
her son lying on the floor with 

THE REVOLVER 
clenched in his right hand 
blood spurting out from the wounds in 
his head. She ran from the room 
and down the stairs to the first story where 
the brother of the deceased, Leopold Spitz- 
faden, resides, and notified them of what had 
transpired. Mr. Spitzfaden hastened up 
stairs, and, finding his brother breath- 
ing heavily, dispatched a messenger 
to Dr. Frank’s office, on the 
corner of Lafavette street and 
Carondelet avenue. Dr. Frank responded to 
the summons at once, but on his arrival Mr. 
Spitzfaden had relapsed into unconsciousness,

DEATH ENDED ALL.“ 

The deceased at the time of his death was a

He ecame to this city from Ger- 
many some eighteen years ago, and, withina 
few months, opened a large  whole- 
sale wine house on the southwest corner 
of Soulard street and Carondelet avenue. His 
business was a large and prosperous one. He 
secured the St. Louis agency of several Frank- 
fort. wine houses, and did a _ yearly 
business which ran up into the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. His brother 
Leopold soon came over and became 
associated with him, and, until some 
five years ago, the firm of Spitzfaden & Bro. 
did well. About that time his daughter was 
united in marriage to a wealthy merchant in 
Frankfort, and the heavy dowry 
that her father gave her 
seemed to cripple him in his business. At any 
rate he began losing all interest in everything 
and took to drink, and two years ago was 
sold” out and forced from _ the 
mercantile field.

But we do mean the modern principle of 
society and government which taxes one 
individual for the benefit of the other, 
the comparatively new principle of taxing 
one particular class of society for the sole 
benefit of another particular class. 

A century ago people would have looked 
with amazement at the Collector of Taxes 
who demanded that A should pay for the 
education of B’s children. 

Yet this is the law to-day, and A has to pay 
though he may have no children at all, and 
though his school tax may be large enough 
to educate a hundred or even a thousand of 
his neighbors’ children 

This is the principle of Socialism. 

A century ago the principle of govern- 
ment or taxation was certainly unknown 
by which A should pay not only for the ed- 
ucation of B’s children but also for B’s 
wife being in the lunatic asylum, or B him- 
self being in the hospital. 

Yet this, under the progress of modern 
ideas, is the law to-day. 

This is really the principle of Socialism. 

There is a great deal in the principles of 
Socialism, however repulsive many of their 
champions may be, that merits serious 
though.

PANAMA, June 24, 1879.—The news received 


by late arrivals from the South coast is une- 
ventful. Active operations are confined to 
the mustering and marching of men by the al- 
lies at points near to the Atacana desert, while 
well defined rumors are current that the Chili- 
ans are preparing a grand coup, whieh, if 
successful, will lay Lima and Callao at their 
mercy. They bave fitted out about twelre 
traneports, in whieh they propose carrving be- 
tween ten and fifteen thousand men to 
Chorillos or some other convenient landing 
and fall upon Lima, which is practically 


undefended, while their iron-clads will occupy 
the attention of all the force at present in Cal- 
lao. This they can do, and their success would 
probably bring the war to atermination. The 
main army of Peruis now at Pisagua, Iqul- 
que, Arica and Tacna, many miles from the 
capital, and with the transports securely hem- 
med in in Callao Bay relief for the beleagured 
city would be impossible for more thana 
month. The move would be a bold one, and 
if undertaken by sufficient force and well 
managed might be successful. 

The blockade of Iqujque continues. 

The Chilan forces at Antofagasta have re- 
ceived strong additions lately, and transports 
are concentrating there as though a movement 
upon Iquique or Lima were in contemplation. 
The Huasear is at Callao undergoing repairs. 

The Chalaco, a Peruvian transport, left 
Panama for Callao on the 19th inst., laden 
with arms, etc., for Peru. - The Chilian Con- 
sui made a most emphatic protest, but to no 
purpose. 

RESTRICTIONS ON THE TRAFFIC OF ARMS. 

Instructious have been received from the 
General Government probibiting local trade or 
shipments of arms, ete., to the belligerents, 
but declaring the transit by the railroads as 
absolutely free. The arms which arrive here 
are usually consigned to some one in Panama, 
and consequently their embarkation here 
would bring them under the head of ‘ ‘local 
shipments,’’ which, according to the instruc- 
tions referred to, must not be permitted. The 
Oroya, another transport of Peru, is ex- 
pected here every day, and it is conjectured 
that the authorities will refuse to permit the 
delivery of arms to ber 

The German steamer Luxor, detained at 
Callao by the Peruvian Government for having 
carried arms from Buenos Ayres to Chili, has 
been released on the friendly intervention of 
the English Legation acting in behalf of Ger- 
man interests. 

ACTION OF THE AUTHORITIES. 

The North Pacific Times contains the-fol- 
lowing: 

The Prefect of Lima issued a decree on the 
28th ordering the enrol!ment of all citizens 
capable of bearing arms in the National Guard 
within the space of forty-eight hours. 

Tne Government has issued its manifesto to 
foreign friendly powers regarding the present 
war. Thisis a reply to ‘the one issued by 
Chili, andis intended to refute the reasons 
adduced in that document as an excuse for 
the declaration of war. 

A tax of two per cent ad valorem has been 
imposed on all sugar exported. 

POSITION OF THE CHILIANS. 

A correspondent of the Chilian journal Pa- 
tria in Cobja says the most advanced Chilian 
post is at Toco, and a picket of twenty-five 
dragoons at Quillagua, asmali township on 
the Peruvian side of the Loa. About eigh- 
teen leagues further, inthe ‘‘muserable vil- 
lage’’ of Huayocondo, a corps of 150 of the 
enemy’s cavalry is stationed. 

A heavy shock of earthquake took place at 
Iquique on the Gth inst. It was felt on board 
the Chilian squadron with great violence.

The Marriage of a Shattered Cook toa 

Lovely Indian Maiden. 

[Chicago Tribune Far-West Letter. } 

was rather an imposing ceremony in 
The cook of our out‘it took 
unto wife a young squaw, and I frankly admit 
that the solemnities were striking. Having 
become smitten with the charms of a sixteen- 
vear-old belle, the cook sent for her friends 
and his, and the whole lot sat down in con- 
clave around a beastly-smelling smudge. The 
squaw’s mother conducted the performance 
on her side, while Mr. Fred. Cadd, one of the 
traders, took up the cudgels for the cook. 

Mr. Cadd explained that the cook’s heart 
was low, and that his life dragged heavily 
on the ground, because he was compel- 
He liked the girl, and 
wanted herto help him around the kitchen 
and carry waterfor him, and be a wife to him 
generally-—for all of wnich he was willing to 
pay }25. 

‘**Wa seeche wash ta’’ (white man very 
cood), ejaculated the squaw, ‘*but papoose 
better. The papoose 1s a good gil and I love 
her more than $25. Sheis pretty and strong, 
and can work. Make it 0, pard, and I’ll jine 
yer.’’

Cadd, for be it known to all to whom these 
presents may come, the cook is not what 
might be termed a fluent Indian scholar, and 
can’t, as he describes, ‘‘yappee the lingo.’’

‘*squaw-men”’—as the thus married whites 
are called—that fhe Indian woman can not 
habituate berself tothe white man’s ways. 


| He imposes less burden upon herin the way 
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of hard work than her Indian father, husband 
or brother would impose, but she doesn’t 
seem to get along with him very well, and 
sooner jor later she will elope with some 
young buck who bas engaged the affections 
her white husband can never secure. And, 
as long as she remains with her pale husband, 
she keeps him in hot water. 
It matters not what he may 
give her, she is inevitably ragged and hard- 
up. He mayfurnish her lodge to-day with 
fresh meat, bread, bacon. flour, rebes, and 
blankets. LBy night the lodge will be as barren 
asa gravestone. She will give away every- 
tbing he provides her withto her family and 
friends and look tohim for more. At the 
Yankton Agency there is a young white man 
who worked hard for years and saved a little 
money. Hefell in love witha squaw, mar- 
ried ber, spent his last dollar trying to keep 
her in some kind of shape, and now he is a lu- 
patic, while the wife is out on the plains, the 
companion of some young Indian, who will 
never do for her what her white husband did, 
but whom she loves more passionately than 
she could ever love a man with pallid skin. 
There is another class of women in the 
Unea-pa-pa camp—a class to which your city 
is not whelly a stranger. They are not allow- 
ed to associate with the pel ven, th girls. 
Huddied in «a lodge by themselves, they wear 
out their lives as other women of s imilar mis- 
fortunes do—better dressed, perhaps, than 
those around them, anda little more brazen 
withal. Thereisno hope of honorable mar- 
riege for them. There is no respect shown 
them inthe eampe If they are huncry, they 
are fed; but the loftier-minded people of the 
tribe look upon them with contempt. For 
these people have exalted ideas of moralitv 
apd society; and probity of character and 
wisdom go fartherin the estimate of worth 
than wealth—a fact which will make the stu- 
dent hesitate long over. the proposition to 
civilize them. They train their children to a 
faith in virtue, and to a due and high segard 


> 
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| for the responsibilities of life. “The children 


are educated to modesty, and toa belief that 
chastity is holiness: and God have mercy ou 
the human being who trifles with the Indian 
girl’s honor, for her father and brother are 
relentless in their vengeance. One of the chief 
objections on the part of the Unca-pa-pas to 
going on reservations is the presence of soldiers 
and the horrors that result; and, when one 
looks on the loathsome creatures, ‘made so by 
those around them, who infest some of the 
lower agencies, one can scarcely wander that 
the Indian shrinks from exposing his family 
tothe dangers and the sufferings that wait for 
them with open arms.

THE SOUTH JUTH AS IT 18. 


A Judgment Based 0: on a Tour in the 
Southern States. 
{From the Boston Herald. } 

No intelligent man can travel in the South- 
ern States without coming to the conclusion 
that another war is the last thing the South- 
ern people wouid want. In this opulent and 
thriving New England. war and its attend- 


ant devastation are now, happily, ouly 
traditions. A few white-haired men 
remember the embargo which Presi- 


dent Jefferson laid upon our commerce. They 
can reeall the grass-grown streets of Salem 
and Newburyport, and the rotting wharves 
of Boston. But to the great majority of our 
citizens the ruin which our last war with 
Great Britain wrought in this sectionof the 
Union is, as has been said, a tradition, some- 


thing cloudy and vague. 

In the Soutbern States, where the wrecks of 
private fortunes have not ‘been repaired ;where 
men once wealthy fill small-salaried positions 
on railroad lines, or eke outa mere exist- 
ence in trade, the lesson of the war, the bit- 
ter lesson of harsh experience, has yet a 
vivid meaning to everybody. Outside of 
a few, a very few, prosperous com- 
munities, the mass of the people are 
poor. Gothroughthe rural regions of the 
South and note the abandoned plantations, the 
dilapidated houses of the planters of the old 
regime apd the general air of unthrift, and 
you will never thibk of asking a Southern man 
if he wishes to see another trial of conclusions 
withcannon and musket. The cities of the 
South, save Atlanta and one or two others, 
wiJl not recover their old-time prosperity 
in less than a quarter ofa century. Memphis 
sits in her sable weeds of mourning, a monu- 
ment of despair. Just before the yellow fever 
broke out last summer, the city echoed to the 
ringing of hammers and trowels. Fine busi- 
ness edifices were going up rapidly. The city 
felt that a new era of prosperity had duwned 
upon the mane of the State of Tennessee. 
The feyer stayed the busy -lrands of the car- 
penters and and masons, and Memphis clad 
herself in black. There were deeds of hero- 
ism performed in that plague-ridden city 
which sufficiently attest the courage and no- 
bility of ber menand women. The remem- 
brance of the misfortunes and heroism of the 
people of Memphis ought forever to check 
the sneers of her detrac ors. Neither Vicks- 
burg, Natchez nor New Orleans has recovered 
a moiety of her former prosperity. In the les- 
ser towns evidences of poverty are everywhere 
presented to the eye. The igen y burden of 
debt presses hard upon hundreds of commu- 
nities, for repudiation is not the rule, as many 
may suppose. 

Under all these diseouragements may be 
discerned a sturdy spirit of uncomplainiag en- 
duranee and a patience in the hard endeavor to 


rebuild their shattered fortunes 
whieh do honor to the south- 
ern character. This noble, wuncecome- 


plaining and resolute pushing for a better- 
ment of things is eminently American. We 
Yave seen this same spirit shown by fire- 
devastated Boston and Chicago. South as 
well as North, a commen spirit of never-sey- 
die animates our people. 

A common expression inthe South regard- 
ing the ruin wrought by the war, is this: 
‘*We staked everything on the result of the 
war; we host. We are going ~ to 
complain.’ The partisans and 
fanatics, North and South, may rave 
and fill the vir with their cries, but no sane 
nian can help believing that secession isa dead 
and buried principle. The bayonet dug a deep- 
er grave for Calhoun’s doctrines than did the 
spade for his mortal body.

A few days ago the people of this city and 
this State were startled by a telegram from 
Wasbingtop saying that the President had 
nominated ‘‘Jobn A. Hubter, of Missourt;”’ 
for Chief Justice of Utah. It was generally 
supposed at first that a mistake had been 
made,and that it.was John A. Hunter of some 
other State. The ground of this sup- 
position was that no such man 
as John A. Hunter lived in Missouri. it was 
proper to infer that aman who coutd be ap- 
pointed to a Chief Justiceship would be pos- 
sessed of sufficient legal reputation to be 
somewhat known among lawyers. As soon 
as the lawvers of St. Louis read the telegram 
above referred to they began to ask one an- 
other the question, ‘‘Who is John A. Hun- 
ter??? 

Judges of the courts here in the city were 
asked who he was, and they all said thev 
did not know him, and-that he must be from 
the interior of the State. A closer investiga- 
tion, however, developed the fact that there 
really is such a man as John A. Hunter, and, 
more surprising still, it was learned from fur- 
ther telegrams from Washington that the 
President had appointed him as a Missourian, 
and that, consequently, Missouri was charged 
with one more oftice-holder among the gallant 
80,000. 

It has not only been discovered that 
THERE IS SUCH A MAN AS JOHN A. HUNTER, 
but it has also been satisfactorily proved that 
this same John A. Hunter, who has been ap- 
pointed Chief Justice of Utah, was once in St. 
Louis. When LB. Gratz Brown,a man who has 
known all the lawyers and politicians in Mis- 
souri for a quarter of a 
century, was asked about Hunter, 
he said he had never heard of such a man, 
but this is explained by the fact that Gover- 
nor Brown did not happen to meet Mr. Hun- 
ter when he was in St. Louis. 

Mr. Hunter, whois now Judge of -polyga- 
mous Utah, came to St. Louis about the year 
1870—perhaps a little earlier, perhaps a lit- 
tle later—and went into the 
oftice of Gen. John W. Noble. Consequently 
Gen. Noble knows who he is, but he is about 
the only man in St. Louis who does.

It isto be hoped that since Mr. John A. 
Hunter has been found and identified and ap- 
pointed to a good office. he will have the 
goodness to consider the above judgment, 
which remains unsatisfied, the costs onlyjhav- 
been paid.

Chinese Pictures. 


About the most vsual specimens of an utterly | 


foreign art thut we are called upon to notice, 
are those pretty fans which have become al- 
nost as common in America asin China. 

Strange albums from China,smelling of musk 
and of fragrant contact with Eastern things, 
are sometimes to be met, their brittle, flossy 
rice-paper, covered with gorgeous birds and 
flaming mandarins. But these specimens 
of celestial work are rare, and, as 
was said before, their fans are 
the commonest and the best samples of their 
art. 

One fan bears a bird, life-like, but slightly 
‘‘skew,’’ the coloring in bright splotches, a 
number of well-drawn bLamboos give a consis- 
tency to the scene, ana the sky and earth are 
indefinitely worked in behind. True poetry is 
some of them, as in 
one where, over. a straight line 
of beach and sea, a bird is flying 
out and away; itisthe only movement in the 
scene, andit has init the essence of art. 

Other fans are decorated in a more usetul 
style with maps of different provinces and 
great cities of the empire. The accuracy of 
their topographyis said by those who know 
to be marvelous; their execution is all that 
could be wished. One fanin particular, of the 
cheaper sort, bearing a map of the ,United 
States, was quite common here some years ago, 
and, while as a& map there might be 
something to be desired as an cxample of what 
Chinese lithography can do, it was excellent.

Those who hear the concerts at Madison 
Square Garden may see an open’ door on the 
southeast corner of the Garden, near the 
Fourth avenue entrance.

It can be 
mounted by a small ladder. <A dozen or more 
machines resembling lathes stand upon 
the platform. They keep up an _ ineces- 
sant buzzing. Leather belts whirl them 
at ai frightful rapidity. They are 
the generators of electricity. The motive 
power is supplied by a fifty-horse engine. The 
wheels are packed with small magnets, and 
the electricity is produced by the revolution of 
the magnets in opposite directions. Their 
mutual attraction is torn asunder, and the 
electric product carriea off on wires. The

The 
magnetic attraction was so strong that seven of 
these screws clung to each other forming a ver- 
— iron snake fully thirty-five inches 
ong. 

The electricity generated by these gmall ma- 
chines is wired to 11 burners that#light the 
garden. Each light glows with the intensity 
of 2,500 concentrated candle lights. The 
garden is thus flooded with a light equal to 
that of 1,840 gas jets, or that of 27,500 can- 
dles. It is a brilliant opalescent light, soften- 
ed by cround shades, and resembles the calci- 
um light so often thrown upon the stage. It 
is so bright that it forces a shadow from a 
gaslight. 

The shimmering cascade in the grotto re- 
flects the light like a bank of prisms, and 
evokes a scene from fairy land. The scarlet 
uniforms of the band glow like fire. Shadows 
of tropical ferns and palms are limned upon 
the dresses of the ladies, and the wires of the 
swinging-bird cages are pencilled upon the 
shirt fronts of the gentlemen.

THE AUDIOMETER. 


An Instrument for Measuring the Sense 
of Hearing. 
[From the London Lancet. } 

At the last meeting of the Royal Society, 
Dr. Richardson demonstrated the action of a 
new instrument which he has named the 
audimeter, or audiometer, and which has just 
been invented by Prof. Hughes, the disoover- 
er of the microphone. The audiometer is 
used asa precise measurer of the sense of 
hearing. It is formed of a small 
battery of one or two Leclanche 
cells. a new microphonic key, 
two fixed primary coils, a graduated insulated 
bar, to which at each end one of the fixed coils 
is attached, a secondary induction coil, which 
moves along the graduated bar, and a tele- 
phone, the terminals of which are connected 
with the terminals of the induction coil. The 
principle of the audiometer is based on the 
physical fact that when the battery is in ac- 
tion, and a current is passing through the two 
primary coils, the secondary coil on the bar 
becomes charged, by inductfon, whenever it 
is brought near to either of the primary coils; 
but when itis brought tothe precise center 
between the primary coils there is a neutral 
point or electrical balance, where the electric 
phenomena from induction cease to be mani- 
fested. By placing a microphonic key between 
the battery and one of the primary coils, and 
by attaching “the terminals of the induction 
coil tothe telephone, Prof. Hughes was able 
to muke the telephone produce sounds 
whenever he brought the induction coil 
near to one of the primary coils and moved the 
microphonic kev so as to make it play on a fine 
needle suspended in the circuit. When the 
induction coil is close to one of the primary 
coils the noise is very loud, but as the coil is 
moved toward the center of the bar the noise 
diminishes, until it ceases at the center alto- 
gether. ‘The scale on the bar is graduated in- 
to 200 degrees, representing units of sounds 
from 200 to 0 or zero. At 200 all who can hear 
at all can hear the vibration of the drumin the 
telephone. AtOnoonecan hear, while be- 
tween the two points there are 200 gradations 
of sounds from the highest down to zero. In 
using the instrumenf the telephone is put 
to the ear of the _ listener’ while 
operator moves the microphonic key, and 
at the same time shifts the induction coil ¢n 
the graduated bar so as to measure the hear- 
ing power of the person under examination. 
Dr. Richardson presented a preliminary re- 
port to the Royal Society en his first experi- 
ments with the audiometer, and showed that 
already, by its means, some useful and prac- 
tical, as well as curious, facts had been ob- 
tained. Among many of these was one relat- 
ing to an inquiry astothe best material for 
making artitieial tvympanums, and tlie best 
form of artificial tvmpanums for cases of de-

The Toweris 175 feet high, being the 
highest Roman Corinthian column in the 
world.

Men look like 
children; children look like babies; small 
houses look like toy houses; large houses 
look like small houses. A good glass and 
aclear day adds much to the entertain- 
ment. 

Water Tower Heights commands a 
view from the ground of the Missis- 
sippi River for fifteen miles.

Over-tatigue, indulgence in food 
or drink beyond what nature requires, want of 
proper exercise and mental disguietude, are 
aliacause of sleeplessness. Breathing in a 
confined or over-heated apartinentis also a not 
unusual canse of broken slumber. .The tem- 
perature most suitable for sleep is about sixty 
degrees, which gives the sensation of neither 
heat nor cold, and admits of a moderate 
amount of bi-d-clothing being used. 

The best posture for sleep is to lie onthe 
rightor left side, with the arms crossed over 
thé breast in front and the head well up on the 
pillow. The mouth should be shut, so that 
the breathing may be carried on exclusively 
throngh the nose. Some persons acquire a 
habit of sleeping with the mouth open, which 
causes the grotesque and offensive action of 
snoriag. Going to sleep while lying on the 
back should be avoided, us, besides inducing 
the sleeper to snore, it is apt to cause disturb- 
ing dreams. 

When lying down tosleep, the mind should 
be as composed as possible. Thinking ought 
to be guarded against as productive of wake- 
tulness. hose who, from nervous irritability. 
are habitually bad sleepers, resort to various 
expedients to secure the blessing of repose. 
One of the most successtul plans censists in 
mentally repeating a familiar poem or psalm, 
so as to alter the train of thought and lull the 
consciousness. 

Itis a well ascertained factthat sleep begins 

atthe extremities; the feet sleep first, ana 
theh the rest of the person. On this account, 
in order to fall asleep, we require not only to 
eompose the thinking faculties, but to keep 
the feet still. The feet must also have an 
agreeable warmth. With a consciousmess ef 
this fact, the North American Indians and oth- 
ers who are in the habit of bivouackingin the 
open air when on distant expeditions, sleep 
-with their feet toward a fire which they kindle 
fer the purpose. Certain drugs act asan opi- 
ate and produce sleep when ordinary means 
fail; but these should never be taken unless py 
medical sanction. The practice of using opi- 
ates is most detrimental to health, and, it per- 
severed in, is ruinous tothe constitution. Cof- 
fee and other beverages act variously on dit- 
ferentindividuals. They exhilarate some, and 
others they send to sieep. Tea usually acts as 
an exhilarant, by stimulating the nervous sys- 
tem, and should not be taken less than four 
hours before gving to bed.—{[Chambers’ 
Journal. 


The Cash Value ot Human Life. 

It has been estimated that an actual money 
cost of £300 is incurred in raising a boy, cra- 
died among the poorest classes, from birth to 
manhood. It does not require us to ascend 
very high in the social scale before we findthat 
the estimate must betrebied. If we take what 
we may call the cost price of the human unit at 
any definite time, say at £500 on arriving at 
maturity, the producing power of the unitin 
question will bear some relation to that sum; 
the more cestly and careful education produc- 
ing, as arule, the more valuable result as to 
producing power. If the laborer earns 14 shil- 
lings Or 15 sbillings a week, adds £50 per 
annum to the weaith of the country, the pnysi- 
cians, the scientific, military or naval officer, 
tbe barrister or the engineer may look forward 
to the time whien his yearly labor will be worth 
more than oné hundred times that amouat, 
even if appraised only by the price he is actu- 
ally paid for histime. Taking any producing 
individual, whether valued at £50 or £5,000 
per annum, at any period of his career, no in- 
come tax to which he can be subjected can ap- 
proach inits pressure the extravagant tax of 
death, forthe payment of that tax at once an- 
nihilates the total earning power of which there 
was, until that moment, a tair mathematical 
expectation.—| Popular Science Monthly.

“it stew until tender, sweeten with dark sugar 
te taste, stir into it slowly one ortwoeggsa, 
well beaten; add grated nutmey or cinnamon 
to flavorit, and bake ina gentie oven for one 
hour.

Chocolate Eclairs.—Take the weight of 
four fresh eggs in sugar, and halfthe weight in 
flour, mixing with the latter half a teaspoon- 
ful of cream of tartar and a quarter of tea- 
spoonful of soda very thoroughly, or the 
eclairs will not be very light: beat the yolks 
ofthe eggsuntil light, add slowly the sugar as 
for sponge cake,huaving itjust light; alternate | 
the beaten whites of the eggs with flour, 
and bake inpans having eompartments, drop- 
ping a spoonful of batter in eack,or ina paper- 
lined and well-buttered pan, making the cakes 
as nearly the size ot lady’s fingers 
as possible; the oven should be quick, and 
when done take cut, place two together, al- 
low them to cool, and cover with the choco- 
late. 

Chocolate Icing for Cakes.—Put into a shal- 
low pan twe ounces of chocolate, and place it 
whereit will melt gradually, but not scorch; 
when melted stir in three tablespoonfuls of 
milk or cream and one of water; mix all well 
together, and add one teacupful of sugar; boil 
and whiie hot, and when 
the cakes are nearly cold, spread some evenly 
over the surface of ene ofthe cakes, puta sec- 
ond one on top, alternating the mixture and

Some time in July R. Worthington will pub- 
lish Lord George Campbell’s new book of travel 
in America, being mainly of travel in the South- 
ern States during the past year.

title. The book will undoubtedly have a good 
deal ofinterest for Americans, and is sure at 
any rate to attract attention.

*‘*Modern Painters,’’ ‘‘Stones of Venice’’ and 
‘*Seven Lamps of Architecture,’’ cemprising 
nine royal octavo volumes, is now worth ia the 
London book market the extraordinary sum of 
$5,000, or a littie more than $555 a volume. 


Mr. Wm. Bilaikie’s readable and useful little 
book, ‘‘Howto Get Strong, and How to Stay 
So,’’ has reached its fourth edition. The first 
edition was exhausted in ten days, the second 
went off in four days, and there was so brisk a 
demand for the third that a tourth was ordered 
close upen it. 

The first three volumes of Max Miller's trans- 
lations of the ‘*Sacred Books of the World’’ are 
ready for publication. Fitty-five pages ot the 
first volume are devoted to a preface in which 
three cautions are given, one for persons who 
forget tlrat the grain is mixed with the chaff in 
sacred writings, unother for those who do not 
properly estimate the difficulties involved in 
making a rigid use of translations, and a third 
for those who do not know what is possible and 
what impossible in rendering ancient thought 
into modern languages. 

New editions of those old stories, ‘‘Rasse- 
las,’’ ‘‘Panl avd Virginia,’’ ‘*‘Undine,’’ 
‘*Elizabeth, or the Exiles of Siberia,’’ and 
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‘‘The Swiss Family Robinson,’’ which every- 
body 1s supposed to read at least once before 
he becomes of age, are preparing, with new 
illustrations added tothe old, at James Mil- 
ler’s. Mr. Miller will also publish soen a one- 
volume edition of Elizur Wright's translation 
of La Fontaine's ‘‘Fabies,’’ which has been 
long out of the market. He will add to it re- 
productions of forty French illustrations, 


The recent report that Shakspeare’s Alders- 
gate-street house in London was about to be 
taken down, in order that a more profitable 
building may be set up in its piace, is followed 
by a bit of news from Rome, which ought to 
put to shame the projectors of so irreverent an 
enterprise. The melancholy and unfortunate 
Giacomo Leopardi, regarded by many as the 
greatest Italian poet and philosopher of his 
time, once lived in Rome tor two yearsina 
lane which runs from the Corsoto the Piazza 
di Spagna, and astone, bearing a worthy in- 
scription, has just been placed upon the house 
to commemorate the circumstance.

Classical and Modern Coiffures 
Considered.

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How the Different Styles of Wearing the 
Hair Act as Interpreters and Crea- 
tors of Expression. 


Long hair is the glery of woman. This high 
compliment was passed upon the hair nearly 
two thousand years ago. During the ages that 
have since elupsed new glories have dawned 
upon woman—intellectual glories, and glories 
of power and influence; and though these lat- 
ter seem to outshine the former in the glaring 
vitality of their new growth, the most radical 
and progressive woman must acknowledge 
that the hair is still the glory of physical 
woman. It is the glory of her beauty, her 
natural diadem, and a condition of power that 
elevates ber to angelic dignity. 

So great is the influence of the arrangement 
of the hair upon female beauty that even fash- 
ion, uncompromising as it is to human weal or 
wee in its legislation on matters of dress and 
custom, when it comes to say ‘‘thus and s§0’’ 
of the bair, pausesin the arrogance of its die- 
Though there is 
always aleading style of arrunging the hair, 
this margin is so heavily laden with original- 
ities and innovations, that often but a feature 
of the leading style is recognizable—thus prac- 
tically placing the taste or conceit of the indi- 
vidual independent of and superior to fashion. 
All else feels the power of fashion’s unreienting 
hand. Every other departmont of woman's 
comfort and every department of man’s com- 
fort is arbitrated by this haughty lawgiver. 
Hitherto fashion comes, but no further; her 
proud waves are stayed at woman’s glory. 

The hairisa powerful interpreter and creator 
of expression. The most perteet set et teatures 


destitute of hair, eyebrows and eyelashes is an 
unsightly spectacle. It is the stately arcn of 
color and form that makes the eye a fit window 
for the soul: and the forehead, no matter how 
smooth and white, depends for its beauty upon 
the clustering fibers of color which form its 
boundary line and crown. The hair has im- 
mense power as aregulator of expression. It 
may be arranged to modity a stvie of beauty or 
to convert it into an opposite style. To be 
convinced of thig One has but to compare pic- 
tures of the same person taken in different 
coiffures; or, pornepe. it would be better to 
compare the different effects as produced by 
the hair onthe living original. But why not 
experiment on ourselves befere a mirror? One 
may gain something by this, to be sure, but not 
so inuch as by making observations on another, 
because we never see Ourselves in a mirror as 
we look to otbers. Weget only one look of 
ourselves in a glass, and thatis a look of self- 
consciousness. 

By caretully observing the effect of coiffure 
upon expression we see that its lowness of po- 
sition promotes the expression of all that is 
softand gentle, and perhaps weak. The pic- 
ture With talling hair suggests grace, Sweet- 
ness and dependence, other things being equal 
in carrying out the effect. When the artist re- 
presents the ane and tond maiden seated ina 
bower of roses listening to the breathings of 
ilove, or when he touches her fair fingers to the 
chords of a harp so naturally thatone expects 
to hear some plaintive wailyor love-burdened 
ncete bursttromthe canvas, the tresses, in 
both cases, are conspicuously falling. 

A high coiffure has an opposite effect. It in- 
tensifies inteliectuality and independence of 
expression. It makes the love-smitten young 
man pause inthe story of his adoration and 
ask himself: ‘‘llow shall I commence?’’ or, 
‘*Will she have me?*’ It is a check to the 
presumptuous; who so bold as to insult that 
mountain of hair? Who so hardened as to 
stand the scornful frown that burns beneath 
that crown of dignity? The high-coiffured 
face may be that of aqueen, an amazon, ora 
high-spirited, cultured, self-asserting woman. 

The best domestic cffect is produced by con- 
fining the hair to the middle of the back ofthe 
hbead—not so high astorise above the crown, 
norso low as totouchthe nape of the neck. 
This style gives prominence to the back ot the 
head where the domestic affections and mater- 
nal instincts are supposed to lie. It must have 
been understood by ancient painters and sculp- 
tors, asitis the stvle of Raphael's Madonnas, 
of Niobe, and other mother-goddesses. Itis 
the style of motherhood. Besides being highly 
classical it is the most convenient arrangement 
of the hair for the mother or nurse. The little 
baby band loves to pat the top of its mother’s 
head as she dances it upon her knee, and how 
tender the little, soft arm feels when cireling 
close totne neck. A high towering coiffure or 
an elaborate low one,with dangling braids and 
curls, seriously interferes with infantile pleas- 
ures, and the mother whothus arranges her 
hair foregoes much of the delights of baby 
nursing. 

However the Greek cvilfure may be admired 
by men, women know their own deficiencies 
too well to adopt it in its severe simplicity. It 
is certainly the most becomirg style tothe 
Greek or classic tace, but to subject all faces 
and heads, taking them as we find them, to 
this trying ordeal, would be as preposterous as 
it wonld be cruei. Since it is impossible to 
adapt the face toastyle of hair arrangement, 
women must acceptthe other and only aiter- 
nutive—adapt the hair to their style of face. 

The present leading stylo of double braid 
Which extends low on the neck, falling froma 
cluster of high puffs onthe top of the head, is 
becoming to the average tace and head. It 
gives about equal prominence to theintellectu- 
al or superior, the domestic, and the pensive 
orromantic. But, as has been said, tashion 
leaves a margin, and this mnar-

Overly energetic, ped- 
antic, and selt-conscious women, who do not 
wish to appear so, may remedy this effect by a 
low arrangement of the hairin braids or curls 
—the latter being the most softening. Butthe 
dreamy-looking girl, who indulges in romantic 
reverics und spring poetry, should ignore 
curls and all drooping arrangements, since she 
is too drooping already, and affect a more posi- 
tive style of wearing the bair.

It was the exag- 
gerated zeai of this age that placed the ban of 
impiety on all that was human and natural, 
and the artist. not being able to divest the fé- 
male countenance of its naturalness, thought 
that the next best thing was to cover up a por- 
tion of it. 

Never did any freak of tashion 
tensively and for such a length of time as the 
now aimost indispensable frizzes.The secret of 
their success lies in their being so available in 
shaping the face. It is generaily supposed that 
they give the fuce a younger and more inno- 
cent expression by softening the hard lines and 
shading a too lofty forehead. There is, how- 
ever, evidently too much claimed for frizzes; 
for while they improve the majority of faces, 
there is a large minority little if any benefited 
by them, and someinjured. They have a few 
classic faces with low, broad foreheads. and 
these, when the bair is wavy and abundant in 
front, leok best untrizzed, because there is 
nothing to cover up—nothing to soften. When 
the expression is inclined to the coarse, or 
where there isa marked absence of benevo- 
lence, the animal effect is always increased by 
astraight border of thick frizzes across the 
forehead, whereas if the hair was slightly waved 
and parted in the middle, tnis feminine divis- 
ion would lend the face one gentile characteris- 
tic. 

A custom which happily obtains but little 
favor among women is that of parting the 
hair at one side. Such geniuses as Harriet 
Hosmer and Rosa Bonheur, who are probably 
the originators of this freak, may part their hair 
at the side or not at all, with impunity.
